ference at Salt Lake. 


SPEECH BY tiOVKKHOHIUCKAUDS 


11. P. Thompson of Oregon Elected 


President and Liiiigenour of

SALT L.\Hi;,Muy 15. — Thopeojtloof Salt 


Lake were upeiirly today to witncaa the 
opening of the silver conference about 
which so much hay beoii said during the 
lust month. From thu head of East 
Tumplu street to its foot, in thu business 
districts and idl the croao streets in the 
auction, buildings were gaily decorated 
iu the national colors, while Iroin every 
flagstaff waved the ataru and stripes in 
honor of the great event. Inscriptions,

devices emblematic of 


the sentiments of the eilver chnmpiona 
\veru also in evidence. 


The procession left the Ivnutaford ho- 


tel iihont 11 o'clock, headed by the Den- 
lialter bund :ind a platoon of police. 


In the first t'nrringo wero seated Gov- 


ernor KickimlH of Montana, Governor 
McGonnel of Idaho, and ex-Governor 
I'riuceof Nev; Mexico. The procession 
reached the tiilmrnaelo about noon, 
where a laryo andic-ncu had already as- 
aeinhled.

At l-.liO Governor Ilickarda called tho 


convention to order and delivered tho 
following speech : 
"In the hiatory of nations no sreat 


•wrong was ever righted save through 
tho concerted efforts of earnest men. I 
have fuith enough in Immunity to be- 
lieve, that, thu nut urul puiriolitmi of thu 
heart ia equal to tho duty of honest ef- 
fort and tiruleas action in the cause of 
right when tho right ia clearly . under- 
stood. 
Misdirected activity in any 


cauao that concorim the welfare of thu 
people advertises a paternity of ignor- 
ance rather than a fatherhood of malico. 


"We have met today, not aa censors, 


pleading the t-auaes ol our discontent, 
heruldini! to tbu world thu bitterness we 
feul over the injustice that has made our 
co-operution the necesuity of tho hour, 
hut as earnest men, representatives of a 
great cause and delegated to tho per- 
formance of a duty by a constituency 
whoae interests are oiivirioned only by 
the geographical limits of the public. 


"\V« have mut aa champions of hon- 


est money — of money so honest that its 
pure white luster is never tarnished by 
the tears of tho starving or rusted by 
the blood of crime aa it moves through 
thw channel.) of commerce in a current 
of perpetual hope. 


"\Vu have mot, not to appeal to tho 


prejudices that may cluster instinctively 
uround the self interests of any com- 
munity or people; not to weigh anchor 
upon a flia <>f uncertainty in the trade 
winds of politics, but to institute n now 
movement along now lines, for tho bet- 
ter education of tho masses on tho finan- 
cial problems of the day. 


"In calling this conference and invit- 


ing tho co-operation of western govern- 
on) in an interstate educational move- 
,11 ie tit in the interests of. the froo coinage 
of silver, I was impelled by tho belief 
that in the homo circle of the American 
uitizen Iny tho destiny of the white 
metal. Tho time hay come when we 
inuat appeal not only to tho business 
senna of the voter, with non-partisan 
logic, hut we must reach down into the 
•moral motives of the heart and ask that 
the individual conscience stand up and 
bo counted on the aide of right. 
"There never was a time in hiatory 


when the moral side of a great question 
appealed with greater force to the intel- 
ligent voter than today, with the evi & 
of monometallism emphasized in the 
misery that alllicts our land. 


''The argument ol the single standard 


advocate baa matured from a theory into 
a condition that ought to appeal with ir- 
resistible force to the candid student o 
events. It becomes our duty to supple- 
ment tho Argument 'of srnolcelcua amoke- 
stackB and abandoned farms, of broken 
banks and crushed commercial enter- 
prises, with int:i«ive reasoning as to the 
solstice that ushered in the 'winter ol 
-our discontent.' 


"Existing conditions, reflecting the 


misfortunes of the business world upon 
every phase of our industrial and social 
life, have stimulated a demand on t ie 
part of the masses for a better knowl- 
edge of financial interests. In no way 
can the interests of silver be better 
served, in the receptive condition of the 
public mind, than through a systematic 
course of education that will reach t ie 
individual intelligence in the aacred cir- 
cle of the home. 


"The eminent gentlemen who repre- 
sent the several states in this conference 
have been delegated with tho reapons - 
bility of devising ways and means for 
the carrying out of thia object, and that 
your labors will prove an aggressive 
step in a most successful campaign of 
•education, I doubt not. Already the 
European wing of the American repub- 
lic is beating the air in an effort to re- 
tain its lofty perch. The old advocates 
of both continents read in the signs of 
the times the possibility of an early de- 
feat, and are bending their energies to 
the annihilation of tho object of their 
feara. All that literature can do, all 
that oratory can accomplish, all t lat 
gold can achieve, will be done to stran- 
gle the growing sentiment for a'dver. A 
subsidized press, controlled by the iinan- 
-cial interests, has entered with en thus - 
asm upon the mission delegated to it by 
the custodians of its conscience. 


"The lines of battle have been t'orraec 


by the logic of events, and the struggle 
for reinforcements promises to bo the 
greatest contest in the hiatory of modern 
times. It remains to be eeen whether 
the blight of monometallism that ias 
withered the energies of our indnatria 
life has burned into the heart and con 
science of the citizen and made him the 
willing pupil of nobler and better lesson 
in finance. In the tidal wave that is now 
(lathering strength all over tho land foi 
the free coinage of silver I see the ad 
vancing courier of better days to come 
To place wholesale tlnancial literature ir 
the hands of the eastern voter become 
.a duty that overshadows every other o i 
hfgation of R public character that W( 
owe to our fellow men. Tho object o 
this conference is not to devise argu 
ments in favor of tho free coinage of th 
white metal, for such arguments are in 
delibly written upon the progress an 
prosperity of the human race, but t 
place in the hands of the voter these ar 
gumenta fashioned into language tha 
the wayfaring man can understand an 
apply, If this mission bo aocompliahci 
the viotory is won." 


Governor Weatthen delivered a happ 


address of welcome, saying that all con 


ditiona wc**« favornWp to tho silver sen- 
timent in thin territory. 


Mayor Baskii followed in an address 


of welcome on the part of the city. Gov- 
ernor I'rhiCH responded enthusiastically 
on t ie part of the delegates. 


Hon. Thomas G. Merrill of Montana, 


father of the conference, was unani- 
mously chosen aa temporary chairman 
and Hon. Henry W. Langeuour of Oali- 
fornia wiia made secretary.

SAX I'lUNd-sco, May 15. — The steamer 
.ustralia, from Honolulu, brings the 
ollowing advicoa, dated May 8th : 
Though England is generally reported 
s avoiding the question of citizenship 
nvolved by tho recent claims for British 
irotectioii by tlm rebela in the recent 
uisiuge, Karl Kimberly has sent a de- 
sion to the British commissioner in 
ie eases of Iliekard and Walker, both 
onvicted of treason. The decision re* 
;nrds Hickard and Walker aa citizens of 
real Britain, and subject to the pro- 
c-tion of that country. 
The Hawaiian oath of allegiance ia as 
allows : 


"Sec. -IH2. — 13 very foreigner so nnt- 
rali/.ed shall ho deemed to nil intent* 
nd purposes a native of the Hawaiian 
alandn, bo amenable only to tho lawaof 
iis kingdom and to the authority and 
ontrol thereof, he entitled to tho pro- 
button of eaid laws, and be no longer 
menable to hia native sovereign while 
esiding in this kingdom, nor entitled to 
isort to his native country for pro tee-

intervention.

menablo, for every auch resort, to the

JOarl Ivimburly'a dudaion, getting at 
anght Ihia law, hua been made with- 
nt aaking tho Hawaiian government'a 
eraion. The meaning of tho decision 
H a matter of much doubt. In view of 
10 recent action of (ire-tit Itritain in the 
natter of Nicaragua, it is feared that 
ie HritiaU nuiv proceed to extreme 
loaaurea, without tmmnitting the mat- 
er to argument or arbitration. If thia 
onrae ahould be taken the republic may 
)0 asked to release Kickard and Walker 
nd puy n large indemnity at once, or it 
•ill be threatened with forcible occnpa- 
,ion of the soil. If there should be a 
orcible occupation it would umiues- 
onubly bu followed by insurrection and 
iloodaht'd, na tho natives would holiovn 
hat it meant nothing hut tho forcihlu 
eatoration of the ex-queen.

hut Hickard and Walker must ho pro-
